Land Office Resolutions 1870. 


In the sexsion of the Legislature held 
at New Wes:ainster in 1867, the fullow- 
‘ng resolutions wete intruduced by Mr. 
DeCoasmos ang passed wi ha few verbul 
amendments, Iu another part of this is- 
sue we direct attention tu their contents. 


1 Resolved, That the Council having 
hid under consideration the acvisability 
of making farther provision to foster und 
encourage settlement on the Crown 
Lands, respeectfally represent to His Ka 
cellency the Governor that, in addition 
to the advoniages offered to settlers, by 
ihe provisions of the Land Ordinance, 
aud by the stimulas to agriculture ines- 
deatal to the operation of the revised 

aiff, the Conueil would recommend 
that the Departunent of Lands wand Works, 
in addition to its ordinary duties, be used 
o3 an linmigration Depariment. 

2, That the ¢ vlony be divided into Land 
Districts; that the chief office be located 
ithe town where the largest body of 
inmigtants and flouting population ugual- 
ly arrives, and from whence they disiri- 
bute themselves throughvut the Curoyy, 
or take their departure to other countries; 
that in eavh of the other districts a sub- 
office be opened; that the chief office be 
supphed with maps of the entire Colony, 
shewing bye lunds sold and pre-eaipted 
in cach district, the Jands open and suit- 
able fur pre-emption; that each sub office 
be sopplied with similar maps of the ds-

MORE ABOUT THE WRECK OF THE 
“ ACTIVE.” 


We have the following interesting account 
of the wreck uf the Active, fruta a geutleman 
who visited the scene: ‘/ 

She went a-hore nearly at high water, on 
Suuday, the 5th, drawing eight and one-balf 
feet of water; and any ro-k dpon which she 
struck mu-t be nearly awash at low water, 
vith a vonstaut break during the least swell, 
On the 7th, when our informant aaw ber, 
she was beaded directly on shore, listed to 
port, and then exbivited-no evidences’ of in- 
jury above ber copper. She was lying mo- 
tioniess; bat if the rock formation under her 
is the same ns that between her and the 
beach (flat, disconnected rocks, with deep 
water between them), she is probably 
opened in several plaves by ones en bearing. 

The sea was unusuaily calm when she was 
beached, or many lives must bave been sacri- 
ficed,on account of the peculiarly unfavorable 
ch~racter of the locality for making a safe. 
landing. 

The vessel lies about three-quarters of a 
mile south of the sou hern extremity of Point 
Gordo, in latitude 43 deg. 13 miv., and about 
fifteen miles southward of Cape Mendorino 
and seventeen: miles northward of Sheiter 
Cove On her voyage she sighted Point 
Arena in latitude 38 deg 67 min., six'y; 
seven miles northwestward of Point Rey-s 
and ninety-three miles sonth yard of Cape 
Mendocino, and was supposed to shape a 
course f.r Cape Mendocino», but seems to 
have made the land close aboard in the bizht 
of the coast-line, bardiy half way between 
Point Areoa and Cope Mendveino. 

The vesse) lies about five ‘or six 
northward of the Shubrick’s disaster. ‘ 

T.ere are no outlying breaks vis:ble where 
the Active lies, andthe charts give fifteen 
and sixteen fathoms witbia a mile .of the 
shore. : 

It is a curious circumstance that the re- 
connoissance of this line of coast was made by. 
the Active in 1853,
